Sheriff's may assign

Troutt said although talks

If the pool is approved, a 
taxpayer with a home valued 
at a state-equalized figure of 
$ Ul .000 would pay ap- 
proximately $32.50 in taxes 
annually for Ihe two years, 
acconlingto figures presented 
to the hoard.

Oneof theitems of controversy surrounding 
the expansion of Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
in Romulus is the location of holding ponds on 
what could be prime city land

holding ponds — areas of land designed to 
hold extra storm water flow during rainy 
seasons to alleviate flow into the storm dit- 
ches a round the airport — should tie located in 
approachways of the airport 
The Wayne County Road Commission 
(WCRC), and the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration iFAA) think differently, and 
purchased land out of the flight path to build 
Ihe ponds.

The program, which has the county 
as the administrator of the$l 8 million 
area-wide allocation, would allow 
cities to hire and train new employes 
with the funds. 

A replacement for the old 
Emergency Employment Act. 
Romulus received $52,000 under the 
new program and may be in line for 
additional funds, based on its 
unemployment rate 

THE NEW program takes into 


consideration an area’s unem- 
ployment rate in determining special 
allocations to augment the initial 
funding 

The city will receive the additional 
money because its unemployment 
rate exceeds the required 6-per-cent 
minimum 

According to Romulus City Clerk 
Leonard Folmar, the city is eligible 
for the extra money because of high 
unemployment among blue-collar 
workers, a bout 95 per cent of the city’s 
work force 


Although disappointed by the initial 
amount. Folrnar said the city may

Health head 
must be more 
than doctor

State law requires that the Michigan Director of Mental 
Health be a psychiatrist 

That requirement makes sense, since the department 
deals with mental health and that is what psychiatrists 
are trained to handle. 

But outgoing director, E Gordon Yudashkin, said there 
is a lot more to the job than being a psychiatrist. 

•THE DIRECTOR has to be more than a psychiatrist,” 
he said “There are a lot of things you have to deal with 
they'll never teach you about in medical school '' 

That is why Yudashkin was disappointed the governor 
didn’t name his permanent successor prior to the June 1 
date his resignation became effective He had hoped to 
have some time to brief his successor on the job That was 
why he resigned in early February’, lo give Gov Milliken 
time to choose a new successor. 

But there is no permanent successor in sight. 

Yudashkin spelled out what he'd tell his successor if he 
had a chance. 

The main problems involve handling the bureaucracy of 
the department and learning to deal with the legislature 
which controls the purse strings, he said 

-THE DIRECTOR learns in this job that the budget 
really is determined by General Motors Corp.,“ he added. 
“If General Motors (GM) is doing good, the state is doing 
good and there will be money for mental health. If GM 
isn’t doing good, well, then the director is damn lucky for 
whatever he gets.” 

Yudashkin said he would tell his successor to be patient 
in requests. 

“The director never will get every thing he would like to 
have,” he said. “The director has to have realistic goals 
He can’t take every defeat too hard or he w on’t last long I 
approached this job with the feeling that as long as this 
department was making headway, I was willing to con- 
tinue. 

“It was only when programs started to slip because of 
budget cuts that 1 decided to leave.” 

YUDASHKI.VS anger over budget cuts has been 
directed at Milliken. rather than the legislature He has 
done better with the legislature than he has with the 
governor's recommendations. 

“The director has to learn who the ’good guys’ in the 
legislature are and work with them,” he said. "In the 
House it is people like Pete Kok. Joe Snyder, Joyce 
Symons and Bill Copeland. If they understand the 
problem they will fight for the director But the director 
has to make sure they understand the problems. 

“The governor wanted to cut the department budget by 
$4 million last year, but these people (legislators) got it 
back for us. That doesn’t mean thev iust hand money out. 
They don’t. But if they understand the problems and see 
them as legitimate, they’ll help you. The director of the 
department has to know that.’’ 

The director also has to know how to read budgets 
submitted by each facility the department operates. Each 
superintendent has a “kitty" somewhere in his budget 
where he tucks money to meet emergencies which arise 
during the year." he added 

“THE DIRECTOR has to be alert to where each guy’s 
‘kitty’ is,” he said. “The director has to determine if it is 
reasonable Some guys could soak away as much as $1 
million if thev were allowed to 

“The director has to learn which superintendents really 
are straight with him and which 'cry' a lot. which 
have good ideas and which won’t see the pitfalls of what 
they ’re doing If I could talk to a new director, 1 could give 
him a start on that.”

Now, with the perennial antlerless deer issue, the DNR 
faces the difficult choice of either continuing the poor 
relations between itself and the UP or succumbing to the 
unhappy sportsmen and facing, the wrath of en- 
vironmentalists 

The DNR could try an even more difficult alternative by 
trying to sell ihe UP residents on its wildlife 
management program which includes the harvesting of 
4 antlerless deer to keep the deer population down in some 
areas. 

A COMPROMISE is being discussed, according to a 
DNR spokesman. 

Anterless deer hunting would be allowed, in three areas 
of the U P. - portions of Delta, Dickinson and Menominee 
Counties These supposedly are areas with overpopulation

He added that under the compromise antlerless deer 
permits in the U P would be limited to 6,325 hunters, 
compared to the 17,915 who received them last year 

TheU P Sen Joseph Mack (D-Ironwood), succeeded in 
tacking on an amendment to a hunting bill which would 
declare a l-year moratoriam on antferless deer hunting in 
the U P 


THE BILL IS in the House where U P legislators 
promise to fight to keep the amendment, if the com- 
mission approves doe hunting in the U P 
If successful in keeping the amendment, the legislature 
would be put in the position of formulating wildlife 
management policy. 

Whatever decision is made. Gazlay, a native of 
Marquette admits: “There is no doubt in my mind that 
much, maybe most, U P disenchantment with the DNR 
stems from deer management program, particularly 
the hunting of antlerless deer"

A 12-foot- wide section of the 
redwood deck is hinged and.

three-panel patio door on the 
first floor which serves as the 
entryway.

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The Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners 
has approved the ten- 
tative distribution of $1.7 
million of federal funds 
throughout 26 com- 
munities including the 
City of Qomulus and the 
townships of Van Buren 
and Sumpter. 

The funds are for use to 
hire and train employes 
under the federal Com- 
prehensive Employment 
and Training Act 
(CETA). 

If the CETA plan is 
approved by federal 
authorities. Romulus will 
receive $52,800; Van 
Buren will receive $28,600 
and Sumpter will receive 
$ 12,000 

CETA WAS enacted by 
Congress last year to 
provide job training and 
employment op- 
portunities for 
economically disad- 
vantaged persons, either 
unemployed or un- 
deremployed 

Under the program, 
communities with more 
than 10,000 population are 
eligible for funds on basis 
of unemployment rate 
and size of labor force. 

The commissioners 
approved distribution of 
the funds by authorizing a 
grant application 

Wayne County, sponsor 
of the program, is

Bill will aid farmers; 
Low taxes expected 


As soon as the governor 
signs it, a new r state bill will 
allow farmers to work their 
land without facing the 
pressures of increasing taxes. 

The new law will create a 
voluntary program of 10-year 
contracts in which land 
owners agree to keep their 
land in its present use in ex- 
change for lower property 
taxes based on open space or 
agricultural use, rather than 
on potential market value. 
The program will be super- 
vised by the Department of 
Natural Resource s Office of 
Land Use. 

“Development pressures 
continually erode our natural, 
undeveloped land and land use 
for farming,” said State Rep 
Gary Owen <D-22nd District). 
“Until now property tax laws 
encourage the shift to a more 
intensive and profit-making 
land use ” 

BUT OWEN SAID, there are 
statewide benefits in en- 
couraging preservation of 
open, undeveloped areas 
around urban fringes and in 
scenic, natural areas. 

“I feel landowners should be 
helped to resist rapidly rising 
property lax rates as urban 
development approaches,” he 
said. 

The Michigan Department 
of Agriculture particuarly is 
concerned that the state could 
face a serious food shortage 

“Much of the state’s best 
agricultural land is in the 
southern part of Michigan in 
the line of development,” he 
said. “Farmland property 
taxes now account for 27.9 per 
cent of net farm income, a 
rate four to five times higher 
than for other segments of the 
economy. Such high rates 
erode profits and discourage 
farming, contributing to the 
annual loss of 50,000 acres of 
state farmland.” 

Those eligible for the bill’s 
tax breaks, include owners of 
environmentally significant 
Great Lakes shorelands, as 
defined in the Shorelands 
Protection and Management 
Act of 1970, lands bordering 
rivers designated for qualify 
preservation under the 


Natural Rivers Act of 1970; 
designated historic sites; 
farmlands and other open 
space land and fallow 
agricultural land as 
designated by the local 
government, Owen said 


THE TAX BREAK on open 
space lands would he deter- 
mined by assessing the value 
of the la nri for both its present 
undeveloped use. and for its 
potential value on the open 
market

The General Motors Corp (GM), is following 
the lead of other auto makers - particularly 
Ford Motor Co. that began small car operations 
in Wayne more than four montlfs ago — by an- 
nouncing it will offer five new small cars in the 
1975 model year. > 

GM President Richard C. Gerstenberg last 
week said that the five small cars will be in 
addition to the more than 40 already offered by 
the automaker. 

The new 4-passenger sub-compacts will be 
built in each of the GM’s divisions — Chevrolet, 
Oldsmobile, Buick, Pontiac and Cadillac. 

Ford announced earlier in the year that two 
new subcompacts- Granada in the Ford Division 
and Monarch in the Lin coln-Mercury Division — 
will be offered in the 1975 automotive year.. 

Some of the cars to be offered by Ford will be 
constructed in its Wayne assembly plant. 

Solving problems 

Following a recent announcement predicting 
more overseas car sales than those in the United 
States by 1980, a Ford Motor Co. executive told 
graduating college students a “multi-national 
mentality” will go a long way to solve world 
problems. 

Philip Cadwell, Ford executive vice-president 


in charge of international automotive 
operations, told the graduating class of 
Muskingum College in New Concord, Ohio, that 
the new mentality "can help create the at- 
mosphere in which great ideas can root and 
grow.” 

Last week, Ford President Lee A. Iacocca said 
the auto industry’s biggest opportunity for 
growth this decade will be through expansion 
into foreign markets. He predicted foreign sales 
would reach 20 million in 1980 compared to 18.7 
million in the United States. 

Gas shortage 

The American Automobile Association (AAA) 
predicted a shortage of unleaded gasoline for 
1975 cars. 

In an internal report the AAA said unleaded 
gas would be needed in 1975 cars because of air 
pollution equipment known as a catalytic con- 
verter, yet indicated the fuel would not be 
available for all the expected 10 million owners 
of such vehicles. 

Many would switch to leaded fuel, the report 
continued, and would destroy the converters, 
which cost $150 to replace. 

However, officials of the Federal Energy 
Office and the En vironmental Protection Agency 
said thev did not expect the problems predicted 
bv AAA. 


Interlock system 

The AAA also released results of a survey 
which indicated that drivers do not favor either 
airbags or seatbelt interlocks in their 
automobiles. 

More than 76 per cent of the readers of the 
AAA’s journal in Michigan “Motor News ’’ said 
they did not like the interlock concept while 74 
per cent indicated they did not favor the airbags. 

At least one Congressman, Rep. Louis C. 
Wyman of New Hampshire, agreed with the 
readers of “Motor News," but for a different 
reason. 

Wyman, a Republican, said the interlock 
systems are invasions of privacy. 

"It is one of the most offensive innovations of 
the personal right of privacy to be dictated by the 
federal bureaucracy in recent years," the 
congressman said. 

Award program 

The American Motors Corp. last week an- 
nounced that it will accept nominations for its 
1975 “Conservation Awards” program. 

Chairman of the Board Roy D. Chapin said the 
awards program, initiated in 1953 to honor in- 
dividuals and non-profit organizations for out- 
standing efforts in conservation of the nation’s 
natural resources, will offer 20 awards of $500 
each this year.

'Ole coach '

Like that elusive butterfly, state track titles have always 
managed to evade Bernie Ingle’s net. 

And, for 17 years of trials and tribulations, the ecstacy of 
winning a state high school championship had been only a 
dream for the former Robichaud coach. 

Saturday, at East Lansing, on the Michigan State 
University track £ field facility, Bernie saw part of that 

dream come true: Robichaud 
won its first Class B state 
track title, the school’s first 
state team title in any sport. 

“We came close last year,” 
said Ingle, “but our 880-yard 
relay team was disqualified 
and we had to settle for a 
second place.*' 

Ecorse won the title. 

“That’s the closest I have 
ever gotten to a state title. But 
I’m happy to see one of my 
former athletes, Leit Jones, 
accomplish what I didn't. 

“Jones did an excellent job 
with his team.” 

Jones, in his first year as the 
Robichaud mentor, is a for- 
mer shot putter whom Ingle coached. Leit graduated from 
Robichaud in 1966 and went on to letter in football and track 
at Wayne State University. 

Ingle, along with ex-cross country coach, Fred Hudak, 
made the trip to East Lansing to see the meet. 

“I had a feeling they were going to do it,” said the ex 
Bulldog track mentor, “and it was really nice to see the boys 
get the job done.” 

Ingle pointed out that “that this was the first time in the 
history of the school that any team had won a state title and, 
of course, that’s an accomplishment these kids will long 
remember” 

“But I feel that Wilson (Johnny) was the difference be- 
tween a state title or a second place,” offered Ingle. “When 
do you see a kid come back from finishing second in the half, 
running fourth in the quarter, then win in the mile relay by 
beating the guy who you lost to in the 440? 

WILSON WAS FORCED to settle for a second place when 
he took on Dave Furst of Niles for the gold in the 880- 
confrontation. He finished fifth in the 440, then was selected 
by Coach Jones to anchor the mile relay team, setting up 
Wilson’s second encounter with Furst. 

The rematch decided the mile relay and the state meet as 
the Dearborn Heights runner held on to win. 

“He’s something else,” said Ingle of the Robichaud senior. 

INKSTER’S 17-year-old junior Edwin Poindexter also has 
to fall into that “something else” category. 

Hurting from an ankle injury that kept him out of the 
inaugural Suburban Athletic Conference track & field meet, 
Edwin managed to successfully defend his low hurdles state 
title and also annexed the high hurdles. 

Poindexter could become the first prep athlete ever to win 
state titles three consecutive years. 

“I really don’t feel I ran the best of my ability,” said the 
young athlete yesterday, “because of the leg injury. I’m still 
limping.” 

POINDEXTER said that “they were talking about winning 
state titles three years straight before Saturday’s meet.” 

“That put a lot of pressure on me,” he said, “I missed 
winning the highs last year when I nipped one of the hurdles 
and lost out by about 10 seconds. 

“But, I’m happy that everything turned out the way it did 
this year,” he added. 

" Will Poindexter be at Thursday’s All-Area Meet at Wayne 
Memorial? 

“I sure will. I just hope my ankle doesn’t bother me.”
